Goode cited the example of rape convictions in 
the South. An analysis of 3,000 rape convict iens in 
nearly a dozen southern states between 1945 and 1965 
revealed that blacks were almost seven times as Like- 
ly to be executed than were whites found guilty of 
the same crime. But the disc r lm^nat ion goes even 
beyond that, Goode pointed out, since ^iten whites 
aren't even prosecuted for the same crimes ai else 
are charged with lower offenses -- for example, 
assault „ 


Death Penalty as Retribution and Deterren 


In its i976 decision, the Supreme C^urt majority 
cited two principle purposes jf the death penalty: 
retribution and deterrence However, even these in 
favor oi the death penalty aduu that statistics 
on its effectiveness are inconclusive During the 
years when executions did take pla e in the U S , 
Neier pointed out, neighboring states with compara- 
ble populations — one with the death penal t> and 
one without the death penalty'-- would ha> e no dif- 
ference in crime rates. 


"Everyone is ^concerned ab^ .t .rime now," stressed 
Goode "It was an issue that was thrust into national 
prominence with the first Nixon election -- his 
pledge to combat crime on the street, the massive 
amounts of money that have been poured into police 
departments, and the national media attention that’s 
been given to sensational criminal events 


"I mean that Gilmore is not by any means a typi- 
cal death row inmate. Most people on death row do 
not want to die, " 

"My off-the-cuff reaction is that Gilmore actu- 
ally made it easier tor the death penalty to come 
back by acquiescing (to his execution Instead of fil- 
ing t r appeals)," Daniei Steinbeck of the New York 
Prisoners Legal Services said "it probably made it 
easier to have the first execution one where the 
pnsener himself asked for it, rather than some poor 
bia k man in the South who’s a more likely candidate." 

Death Penalty Pi Scr lminat ion 

Of the approximately 400 people now on death row 
in the U.S,, almost halt ol them are black, and all 
ate poor "Clarence Darrcw once said that no rich 
man was ever executed and I suppose that's right,” 

ACLl' 's Neier told LNS. 


"And then the crime statistics themselves, par- 
ticularly in urban areas, keep getting worse People 
are looking for something tc believe in that rhe 
situation will get better." 

"The real dilemma is that very littie analysis 
has been done about crime as it relates tc the social 
structure of out society," Goode continued "What we 
'(NCBL» have discovered is that aime, even on a small 
scale, is usually economically oriented and tied to 
the economic structure of this country For ex- 

ample, there's a relationship between crimes against 
property and the unemployment rate in the country 

Furthermore, what people don't realize is that 
the American culture accepts a relatively high de- 
gree of violence as legitimate. It's aniy when the 
violence spills over into what are defined as "ille- 
gitimate" activities that there's sho_k, dismay and 
concern." 


In 1972 a Supreme Court decision efiectively void- 
ed ail existing death penalty statutes on the grounds 
that they had been "wantonly and freakishly" applied 
to blacks, other minorities and the poor." But in 
its Jufy, 1976 reversal of this decision the Supreme 
Cour t upheld the death penalty in states that provide 
fer some form of independent sentencing hearing 
airer a guilty verdict. Most critics feel that this 
will not prevent the discr lminaioi y application of 
the death penalty. 


"Unfortunately the discriminatory impact goes m 

beyond just the issuance ot the death penalty," ex- , c 

plained Victor Goode of the National Conference of Black w 
lawyers ( NCB1. ) . "For example, the way crimes are inves- B 
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(Take an extreme example. On March 3, 1974, a 
Turkish Airlines DC-10 jetliner e ra^hed nine minutes 
after taking off from the Paris airport At least 
346 people were killed — possibly 351 The :auses 
of the crash were a faulty baggage door and a weak 
cabin floor. The manufacturers of the plane Mc- 

Donnell Douglas Aircraft — knew about these weak- 
nesses, but no one was ever indicted, or imprisoned, 
much less executed.) 

The criminal justice system has always been re - 
moved from the scrutiny of the general population, 
concluded Goode. As long as this continues, people

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ISRAFI I ARMS EXPORTS GROW, SALES TO SOUTH 
AFRICA INCREASE 

N^W 10RK ^ LNS )--Israel , which in recent years 
ha? been the largest recipient of United States 
military aid --to the tune of $2.2 billion in 1976— 
ra? : n turn sprouted a booming arms export industry. ^ 

Israel exported an estimated $ROQ million worth 
of sophisticated arms to over 20 countries in 1976. 
Aviation Week^citing U.S. sources, expects that the 
figure will rise over the $1 billion mark in 1977. 
This represents a percentage of the Israeli gross 
national product that exceeds the arms export per- 
centage of the United States 5 GNP, the worlds 5 
leading arms exporter. L Huii 

The arms industry provides Israel with badly 
needed foreign exchange revenues, and irr~' additio -fr 
provides Israel with a way to expand its arms pro- 
ducing facilities, thereby lessening its dependence 
on the United States fo~ armaments. 

Much of the Israeli arms trade is surrounded 
bv secrecv--as an Israeli Defense Ministrv official 
explained to a New York Times reporter: "We never 
discuss who the countries are. Our customers have 
the privlege of anonimity.” 

Finds Lucrative Market 


However, according to press disclosures, Israel 

/ has found a lucrative world market, especially • 
among countries which the United States supports 
as part of its foreign policy, but which in some 
instance it finds difficult to send arms to direct- 
lv. ia4^) < . *

South Africa has been the most prominent and 
controversial example of his practice. In a recent- 
lv negotiated deal, Israel sold South Africa §ix 
long-range gunboats equipped with surface-to-surface 
missiles worth $1^0 million altogether. Two dozen 
Is raeli -built Kfir jet fighter planes are also re- 
ported slated for possible future delivery. 

Israeli supporters claim that Israel’s arms 
trade with South Africa is small compared to arms 
sales to the apartheid regime by European countries. 

However the sale of Israeli gunboats worth a 
total of $ 15>0 million and scheduled for delivery in 
coming years, comes close to rivaling the total 
French arms sale to South Africa from 196R to 1 9 7U , 
which totalled $221 million. France has been South 
Africa's largest arms supplier. 

Jennifer Davis, a researcher at the American 
Committee on Africa, explains that at a time of in- 
creasing isolation of South Africa interna tionallv, 
Israel has rapidly expanded its trade ties with 
Souuh Africa, allowing South Africa access to soph- 
isticated technologv from a new source. Trade between 
the countries could potentiallv include Israeli nu- 
clear technologv. South Africa has indicated it will 
suppl v Israel with uranium in the future. 

Israel has also sent army advisors to South Af- 
rica to give instruction in counterinsurgency .frech- 
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niques . An Israeli arms producer recently opened 
a subsidiary in South Africa, and South Africa 
last vear indicated that it will invest in the 
expansion of the arms industry in Israel. 

Chile, another repressive regime which has 
been the target of international public protest , 
recently negotiated the purchase of Israeli Shafir 
air-to-air missiles. 

South America on the whole is developing into a 
prime area for Israeli sales, since, to the anger of 
U.S. arms producers, U 0 S o foreign polic Tr has in gen- 
eral prohibited the sale of sophisticated U.S. arms 
that could fuel an arms race in the neighboring 
Southern Hemisphere. The Military Balance, a London 
publication, identifies Israel as a primary arms 
supplier to Bolivia, Ecuador, El Salvador, Mexico 
and Nicaragua. 

Among other countries to which Israel has re- 
portedly sold arms to recently are Kenya,. Taiwan, 

Iran and Greece. 

Sophisticated Arms 

The arms Israel exports are generally high 
technologv weapons, often with sophisticated elec- 
tronics, precise machining and aerospace metals. At 
a recent electronic warfare equipment show in Europe, 
2 $% of the svstems displayed were produced in Israel. 

Designs and parts for Israeli weapons often or-' 
iginate in the United States. The Shafir missile 
headed for Chile, for example, is described by Aviatio 
Week as "a copy of the Ravtheon AIM-9D/G with solid 
state components packaged in Israel. One third of Is- 
rael’s Shafir missile production is slated for even- 
tual export, according to Aviation Week. 

Weapons manufactured under American license or 
containing American components technically require 
US government approval before a country can export 
them. 


In many cases, as with the Shafir missiles, Is- r 
rael makes minor modifications in the design and 
claims it is not a U.S. weapons system. Sale of weap- 
ons such as the Kfir, however, which uses GE engines, 
do require U.S. approval. 

Interestingly, the mushrooming Israeli export in- 
dustry has generated fears even among some U.S. weap- 
ons producers. They worrv that the U.S . military ass- 
istance mav create Israeli industries ’’that could 
eventually compete with U.S. -built hardware in other 
markets," according to Aviation Week. 

Expanded Role For Is rael 

Both the United States and Israeli governments 
are reluctant to comment on the significance of the 
Israeli arms trade to international politics. A 
staff member at the Middle East Research and Informa- 
tion Project, however, describes Israel as playing 
the role of supplier to countries-such as South Africa 
and Chile which the United States cannot supplv "vis- 
ably, easily, and openly” without receiving public

Health & Safety a Big Is^ue 

lhe Ft. Covington-Massena-Mar cy power transmis- 
sion line plan was first hatched several years ago 
lhe idea: to alleviate New York City's stupendous 

energy needs by importing additional electricity 
i com Canada during the peak summer months. Con- 
solidated Edison proposed that the 765 kilovolt (kV) 
line — one of the world's largest--run 155 miles 
through the state's prime dairy and farm land. But 
Con Ed ran into money troubles and the New York 
State Power Authority (PASNY) took over the project 
in 1973, thereby assuring that $150 million in 
public, tax-free bonds would finance a power line 
whose revenues would go to a private utility company. 

lhe line soon ran into other, "people" trouble. 
Upstate New Yorkers have a traditional hostility 
toward "The City" to its south, and in this case 
there was some justification- Why shouldn't New 
York City try to cut back its energy needs (for 
instance all those air-conditioned skyscrapers that 
continue to be built) rather than put upstate land, 
health and livelihood in jeopardy? 

And jeopardy there is- Aside from physically 
obstructing access to pastures and meadows, there 
is considerable evidence that ELF (Extremely Low 
Frequency) electric and magnetic fields created by 
the power line's presence can cause sterility 
u, dairy cows — the major industry in St, Lawrence 
County and very important in Franklin County. 

In addition, citing over 40 scientific studies, 
research scientist Dr- Andrew Marino states that 
there is evidence "beyond reasonable doubt that 
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ELF fields can cause biological effects These 
effects include altered pulse and blood pressure; 
fatigue; headache; malfunctioning of vital 
organs and glands; and adverse effects on the 
human central nervous and cardio-vascular 
systems . 

Marino also says that radiation from the 
765 kV line could increase the amourc of ultra- 
violet light that strikes the earth, causing 
an increase in the incidence of human skin cancer - 

It is not possible to predict the specific 
effects of the line at this time because there 
are- too many variables, such as length of 
exposure, and too many unanswered questions, 
according to Marino- But he warns that the 
results of research done so far raise serious 
questions about the line's safety, and that 
more studies should be done before it is 
built , 

All in ail, Dr. Marino produced a 150-page 
statement as evidence prior to his scheduled 
testimony before the on-going Public Service 
Commission (PSC) health and safety hearings The 
statement was also critical of the four scien- 
tific witnesses who spoke on behalf of the 
Power Authority in favor of the line Marino callei 
specific parts of their testimony "unsupported, 
superficial and incorrect" and "seriously mis- 
leading-" And Marino included a revealing 
story not meant for the public's ears 

"A few moments after Miller (one of the 
four scientists) delivered criticisms of our 
research," said Marino, "he asked tc go off the 
record whereby, with reference to performing 
experiments, he stated *1 follow the golden 
rule — he who has the gold makes the rules * " 

Needless to say, PASNY wasn't too happy with 
Marino s testimony. At first they tried to 
prevent him from testifying altogether Then 
they made 82 separate motions to strike portions 
of his testimony from the public record The 
PSC has upheld the request. 

"PASNY is claiming that the parts they want 
out are repetitive," explained Jackie Sharpe, 
an active opponent of the power line, "but 
actually they contain totally new testimony. 

There s a pretty clear suppression of evidence 
going on Here 

No More Nukes ' 

PASNY claims that the 765 kV line is necessary 
to carry the 800 magawatts of power it will be 
importing from Canada, even though the line’s 
capacity is 1200-1400 megawatts and the 800 
from Canada could be carried on a much smaller 
line. Using the large line, New York City 
area consumers have been promised "great savings" 

— computed by PSC Commissioner Harold Jerry to 
be $4. 92 per user once — not once a year, but 
once , 

However, there is evidence chat the real rea- 
son for wanting the bigger line is that the 
Power Authority plans to construct several 
765 kV lines in northern New York to be tied 
to nuclear power plants it intends to build 
on the St. Lawrence River One source for

Settling In for a Long fight

anger at Power Authority actions 

Opponents of the line have organized them— 
-elves into several groups up and down the power 
line’s proposed path- Their actions have been 
strong and visible, whether marching in the 
hundreds or protecting a tree from the PASNY ’ s 
chainsaws in groups of two and three. Fifteen 
people have Ween arrested so tar, and some have 
-pent time in jail, with bail as high as $2,000, 
lor violating a court injunction prohibiting them 
f rum obstructing the chainsaws. 

The defendants went before State Supreme 
Court Judge Harold Soden m Plattsburg, New 
York January 15 with 150 supporters- Ten to 
twenty armed sheriffs prevented ail but 40 
people from entering, but there was much jubila- 
tion inside and out when the judge was forced 
to drop all charges against the 15 due to a 
technicality in the arrest procedure. The 
n junction still holds, however, and more arrests 
are likely in the future. 

Immediately after the court hearing, the 
Power Authority held a press conference. They 
denied ail charges made against the line, and said

CIA LINK TO BROOKLYN COLLEGE PROFESSOR REVEALED 

NEW YORK (LNS ) — The Brooklyn College politi- 
cal science department charged in early January 
that a fellow faculty member had violated academic 
standards and "would warrant removal" because he 
had agreed to "covert intelligence-gathering 
activity for the Central Intelligence Agency" 

Michael I- Selzer, a political science pro- 
fessor, is described by colleagues as "a special- 
ist in psychological profiles of political ex- 
tremists " Some of the college’s faculty members 
speculated that Selzer’s relationship with the 
Agency involves exchange of information pertain- 
ing to Selzer's psy chohis torical research. Selzer 
once confided to a fellow professor that he had 
done work for the CIA in Europe, where he has 
been researching th£ ' psychological records of 
Belgian and Danish collaborators with Nazi occu- 
piers during World War II- 

A spokesperson for "Counterspy" magazine 
in Washington, D-C- characterized Selzer’s rela- 
tion to the CIA as "standard operating procedure" 
for the Agency’s university connections- In the 
past year, a Senate committee investigation 
caused a r lurry oh U - S c -campuses’. when it di^cloded 
that the CIA maintains contacts with individuals 
on more than a hundred campuses across the coun- 
try - 

The "Counterspy" spokesperson cited a number 
of objectives of the ‘ e CIA in universities, 
among them: supporting research trips to gather 
intelligence on foreign countries, receiving 
advice on how to manipulate societies to the ad- 
vantage of the U , S , government, and spying on 
foreign students.. 

When contacted by LNS, an official at the 
CIA headquarters in Mclean, Va . , refused" to 
comment on the Agency's relationship with Selzer, 
but admitted that the CIA maintains ties with fa- 
culty members at a number of universities Al- 
though he maintained that the connection was not 
considered a "covert operation" and was unclassi- 
fied, he said that he could not release names of 
universities or professors with CIA ties unless 
forced to do so by a successful challenge under 
the Freedom of Information Act

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SUSAN SAXE PLEADS GUILTY IN BOSTON 

XI W YORK (LX S) — After what has been described 
as several weeks of grueling deliberation with sup- 
porters, Susan Saxe pled guilty in a Boston court 
January 17 to a reduced charge of manslaughter and 
to two counts of armed robbery stemming from a bank 
hold-uu six years ago in which a policeman was 
killed. The money taken in the robbery was intended 
to finance local anti-war activities. Saxe was sen- 
tenced to a 12-year prison term, minus the two years 
she has served since her arrest. She will be eligi- 
ble for parole in six years. 

In a statement released after sentencing, Saxe 
said, I do not recognize the right of the state to 
a single day of my life, but I do recognize its pow- 
er lo take that and more. This guilty plea was a 
tactical decision based on that reality." 

Saxe was charged with first-degree murder and 
armed robbery for which she stood trial last fall 
in a 27-day proceeding that ended in a hung jury. 

She was scheduled for a retrial beginning January 
24, with a "hanging judge" appointed to preside. 
Besides assigning her a notoriously tough judge, the 
court reduced from 32 to 16 the defense’s preemptory 
challenges (chances to dismiss prospective jurors.) 

Saxe faced the possibility of two "natural 
life " sentences, which carry no possibility of pa- 
rol-? Lxcept the chancev and highly political possibil- 
i tv o ! a governor’s commutation of sentence after 
15 v c a r s . Under Massachusetts’ felony-murder sta- 
tute, Saxe would have been guilty of the policeman's 
murder, with a mandatory life sentence, if she was 
proved to have been a participant in the robbery. 

An armed robbery conviction would have carried an 
additional "natural life" sentence. 

With this strong chance of life imprisonment, 
Saxe chose instead "to give a few more years of her 
life tu the state," said a defense committee member. 
"We're not excited about it, but it was a practical 
decision .. .This seemed the best way to get her on 
the street, in the shortest amount of time possible." 
"It’s not necessary," said another supporter, "to 
have any more martyrs." 

Refusal To Testify 

After the Brighton bank robbery in 1970, Saxe 
wa<= on the FBI's Ten Most Wanted List for four and 
a half years, stemming from her role as anti-war 
activist up to 1970. She was arresced on a Phila- 
delphia street corner March 27, 1975. In June, 

1975, she pled guilty to federal charges of bank 
robbery, conspiracy and possession of a molotov 
cocktail in the holdup of a Philadelphia bank, and 
to theft and related actions for a break-in at the 
Newbury Port, Mass. National Guard Armory during 
which government contingency plans for a "state of 
emergency" were seized. 

In exchange for the guilty plea to chose char- 
ges, the government agreed that Saxe would not be 
compelled to testify in any proceeding about events 
chat had occurred since 1969. 

"The agreement that I am entering into today," 
Saxe said at the time, "is made on che condition 
that I will never testify against Kathy Power (who 

<. h.-irges in Boston and is still underground) or 
give i r. formation concerning anyone I have known or 
know about in the past five years." 
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In the course of its search for Saxe and 
Power, the FBI harassed and infiltrated feminist 
and lesbian communities and women’s centers in a 
number of places across the country. And the Justice 
Department convened grand juries in Lexington, Ken- 
tucky and New Haven, Connecticut, calling people to 
give information on the feminist and lesbian commun- 
ities in those areas. Eight women were jailed for 
refusing to cooperate with the grand juries, includ- 
ing two for eight months and one for fourteen months . 

Working Towards Parole 

Saxe now faces sentencing on her federal char- 
ges in Philadelphia, which were delayed until after 
the Massachusetts trial. The maximum sentence for 
the federal conviction is ten years, and supporters 
of Saxe do not believe there is much chance of her 
getting less than the maximum. The agreement reached 
in Boston stipulates that the federal sentence and 
the Massachusetts state sentence will run concurrently. 

Saxe is currently being held in Framingham Pri- 
son in Massachusetts, and members of her defense 
committee say there has of yet been no indication as 
to which prison she will be sent to, or whether it 
will be a state or federal prison . The defense 
committee's next job, it says, is to start working 
towards Saxe's parole.

. . .The political trial has throughout history 
been the tool of the government, the stage upon 
which it demonstrates what it will tolerate and what 
it will crush, the blackboard on which it draws the 
line that it dares us to cross . The political trial 
has also, therefore, served as the crucible within 
which all political movements and people have had to 
test their strength, determine their directions, and 
come out on one side or the other. 

In a political trial, whether it is a sixteenth 
century witch trial or a twentieth century "criminal" 
trial, the government is massing its police power, 
its propaganda weaponry and every vestige of its 
"legitimacy" to enforce its rights to punish those 
who oppose its power, and more importantly to rein- 
force in the minds of the people its right to do so. 

...Each time it embarks on a political trial, 
one individual or group is targeted, painted in tech- 
nicolor, larger than life, the personification of 
everything that threatens the status quo. This is the 
smoke screen behind which the enemy divides us, sifts 
our courage from our dreams, separates us from our 
allies, from ourselves, from our future. We are on 
trial but we do not recognize ourselves through the 
haze of propaganda. The biggest battle in building 
support for a political prisoner is to ...tear down 
the media illusion so that anyone can identify with 
the human life in the hands of the state. 

With each political trial, each government 
propaganda campaign, the battle has to be fought: 
over again.
